previous rulings have held that the 
service commission cannot go into 
the facts in a dismissal case, other 
than to determine, 'on the face of 
charges, whether there was suffi- 
cient cause for discharging the em- 
ploye, Mr. Ekern stated.

Miss Sclma Lagerlof, the only woman who 


has received the Nobel Prize for literature, and 
one of the most famous living woman novelists, 
has just celebrated her 65th birthday on her 
estats in Vacrmland, Sweden. Amid the scenes 
which she has glorified in her novel, "The Tale 
of Gosta Berlins," and in the newly restored 
home of her fathers, this Swedish "Queen of 
Romance" received letters of congratulations 
from all parts of the world. 


The Lagerlof estate, called "Marbacka," has 


become the Mecca of literary pilgrims, and the 
celebration this year recalled the scenes of last 
summer 
when 
press 
representatives 
from 


many different countries of the world came to- 
gether to 'pay Miss Lagerlof homage. 


One of the things which attracted the- curious 


to the celebration this year was tho opening 
of the Marbacka manor house, after the re- 
modeling which has been going on for 
tw.o 


years. Miss Lagerlof choso to invest the Nobel 
Prize money of about $40,000 in this recon- 
struction, and the results arc said to amply 
justify the investment. The ancestral home is 
now a modern dwelling of 15 rooms, with ar- 
chitectural ;beauty worthy of the best traditions 
in Sweden. The library, the music room and the 
various living rooms have been decorated with 
original mural paintings by native artists. Vis- 
itors were interested also in inspecting the 
well stocked farm of Miss Lagerlof. There they 
found 12 horses, SO cows, besides hogs, poul- 
try, etc. Not the least of the attractions is the 
little general merchandise store established by 
the novelist for the convenience of tenants and 
servants.
